WHEREAS,  Total  E&P  USA,  Inc.,  whose  address  is  1201  Louisiana  Street,  Suite  1800, 
Houston,  Texas,  77002,  acquired  an  undivided  25%  of  Chesapeake's  working  interest  in  the 
aforementioned  Lease;  and;
